Hence doth he excite Men to the former, ly that 


great Love which the Father hath beſtowed upon us 1 Joh. 3. 1, 3. 


that we ſhould be called the Sons of God, in the firſt 
and third verſes of this Chapter ; that he that hath 
this Faith and Hope in him, will purifie himſelf as 
he is Pure; and only he that doth Righteouſneſs is 
Righteous, but he that committeth Sin is of the 


Devil, for for this purpoſe the Son of God was mani- ver. 7, 8. 


feſted, that he might deſtroy the works of the 
Devil. 

The Love of God was maniteſted in that he laid 
down his Life, and underwent the greateſt Dan- 
gers and Hazards for us; in like manner therefore, if 
the Love of God be in us, it will oblige us to ven- 
ture even our Lives for other Men, and Charitably 
to adminiſter what Comfort or Help we can unto 
them ; for as in the verſe before the Text, He who 
hath this worlds goods, and ſeeth his Brother in need, 
and yet hath no compaſſion, nor yields any aſſiſt ance to 
relieve him in bis miſery, how dwelleth the Love of 
God in him? How can he be ſaid to be mercitul, as 
his Heavenly Father is merciful? or to love his 
God and Saviour, who acts ſo contrary to his Com- 
mands? 

Therefore ſaith he, let your Charity be manifeſted 
to your Brethren, not in bare words, or fruitleſs 
wiſhes, ſaying, Be ye Cloathed, &c. but in all the 
Actions of ſincere kindneſs and bounty to FROM,

The Summ then of my Deſign from theſe words, 
ſhall be to · give you an account of this Chriſtian 
Virtue, what is required of them who love 1 Deea 
and in Truth, as they ought. 

In order thereunto, I will firſt of all explain this 
Precept, what is implied. by it, conſidering it un- 
der a two fold reſpect, and in a two-fold oppo- 
ſition. 

1. As it is oppoſed to a Poſitive Evil, which is 
contrary to it, as Cruelty and Oppreſſion. 

II. As it is oppoſed to a Privative Evil, which is a 
privation only or a failure of that Love which we 
owe, as by with-holding that Aſſiſtance and Help 
which we ſhould yield to their neceſſary wants. 

The Firſt is a Sin of Commifhon, to be Cruel; 
the Second of Omiſſion, not to be Helpful, bot! of 
them breaches of this Brotherly-Love, and both ot: 
them condemned in Holy Scripture; the firſt by 
St. James, He ſhall have Judgment without Mercy, 
that hath ſbewed no Mercy. | 


Matth. 25. 45, The latter, by our Saviour, YVerily I ſay unto you, 
4 


in that, I, (i. e.) my Poor Members, one of the leaſt of 
them, were Naked, and ye Cloathed them not, were 
Hangry, and ye fed them not, were Sich, and ye Vi- 
ſited them not; therefore now go ye Curſed, I know ye 
not. | 

Under the firſt of theſe is forbid all Violence or 
Cruelty offered to Mens Lives, to their Soul, or 
Body; to their-Eſtate or Good Name: Under the ſe- 
cond is recommended Charity, a doing Good, and 
being Helpful to others. 10 
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To Explain this Precept then, what is implied by 
it, it would be neceſſary to conſider what the Mo- 
raliſts in general ſpeak of Love to another, which 
is thus deſcribed ; The Propenſity or Good-will we 
bear to any for their own fakes, teſtified by our 
faithful indeavour to do for them whatſoever ſhall be 
really and truly good.

what Aſſiſtances Another 


The Second Difference is taken from the Final 
Cauſe, it muſt be x wee, for their ſakes whom 
we Love, not for any private Intereſt, or by-Re- 
ſpect of our own; for this, our Bleſſed Saviour re- 
proved the Jews, that they ſought Him, not for 
Himſelf, or His Doctrine; but for the Loaves, 
wherewith they were filled : Which private regard to 
their own intereſt might more properly caule it to 


be ſaid of them, that they rather loved themſelves, 


than Him. 

According to this Deſcription then, we are obli- 
ged to all mutual Offices of tender concern for ano- 
ther's good, and endeavouring to promote it al- 
ways, in being heartily compaſſionate towards all 
the Evils another ſuffers, and rejoycing in the good 
things He is partaker of; In ſhort, not moleſting 
anothers Peace and Satisfaction, but indeavouring 
to advance it alſo, all the ways we can. 

For Faint Wiſhes, Ineffectual Deſires, or Kind 
Intentions only, are not the proper Fruits of this 
Direction here, unleſs they ſhew themſelves by 
Actions; in all Caſes and Circumſtances, affording 

"wants, and we are Ca- 
pable of Beſtowing. 

Though Compaſſion and a Fellow-feeling of our 
Brother's Condition, when we can no otherwiſe 
help him, is I grant a very good ſign of our At- 
tection and Love; when, like members, we have 
the ſame Care one for another ; and as the Apoſtle 


Cor. 12. 26, peaks, if” one ſuffer, that all ſuffer ; if one be had 


in honour, all the members might rejoyce with it. 
All which is agreeable to the Law of Nature, 


Marth. 7, 12. laid down by our Saviour, that whatſoever we would 


that 
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| that men ſhould do unto us, we ſlould ſo do unto Luke 6. 31, 
them; now by His Precept we are bound o love 

our Neighbours as our ſelves; as our Saviour and t 12. 31: 
his Apoſtles, and Diſciples after him plainly, 
teach us; therefore to do for them whatſoever wo 
world that they ſhould d for us; and we would, tis James 2. 8. 
plain, be Pitied, Cheriſhed, and Relieved in our 

Wants, which ſhould ingage us to Pity, Cheriſh, 

and Relieve our Diſtreſſed Brother, and make our 

own Caſe the Standard by which his Condition 

ſhould be meaſured. 

Laying then aſide all by-pretences of our own, 
entring into our own Hearts, and ſummoning our 
ſincereſt Aﬀections, may our own Conſcience be the 
Judge, and but the Law of Nature the Rule, what 
we would have done to our ſelves, were we in Af- 
lition, Trouble or Diſtreſs ; the ſame whatſoever 
it be, ought we to do to Him who is in that 
Caſe, it we are not able to yield him any other 
aſſiſtance, than to be ſure to afford him our Pity 
and Compaſſion. 

But where any thing elſe can be Adminiſtred we 
are to advance higher, wherein the Perfe gion of 
our Charity conſiſts, and that is the trueſt and moſt 
perfect, which is of the Hand, and in Deeds, not 
in Heart or Tongue only ; for our Compaſſion may 
perhaps cheer rhe Afflicted, but it is our Hand 
that muſt raiſe him, and our Good Works that muſt 
ift him up to a better Eſtate. 

This fincere Love conſiſts not in affecting a 
Compaſſion only, if when we ſee a Brother or Siſter jam 2. 15, 16. 
deſtitute of daily food, as St. James ſpeaks, and we 
ſay go in peace, be ye warmed, be ye cloathed, notwith-

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ſtanding ye give them not thoſe things which are ncedful 
to the body, what doth it profit? what good do we 
do them? and what relief have they? Love thus cx- 
preſſed, is but like Meat ſhown to an hungry Man, 
which yet he mult only behold, and not taſt of. 
Sincere Love therefore muſt be in Work and 
Practice, according to that of Job, where he teſti— 
e fies his Integrity, by delivering the Poor that cried, 
8 the Fatherleſs, and him that had none to help him, 
who cauſed the Widows heart to ſing for Joy, was eyes 
to the Blind, feet to the Lame, a Father to the Poor, 
who broke the jaws of the Wicked, and pulled the foi. 
out of hu teeth; according to what our Saviour 
as 10.38, did afterwards, going about, doing good; and as Job 
1h -1,16,17, further argues, that he did not with-hold from the 
Peoor their deſire, or cauſed the eyes of the Widow t1 
fail ; that he had not eaten bis morſel himſelf alone, 
but the Fatherleſs eat thereof. 
Our Love therefore to one another is to be ex- 
preſſed in Thought, Word and Action; Charity, 4+ 
Cor. 13-5. the Apoltle tells us, thinketh no evil; and if we arc 
as it directeth, we ſhould not only think the bel: 
of our Brother, putting the moſt Charitable Con- 
ſtruction upon all his Actions and Behaviour, but 
{ſpeak allo the ſame thing, not uncharitably judg- 
ing and arraigning him, and in all our Actions like- 
wiſe attording what Charitable Aſſiſtance and Help 
we can. 
Were but this entertained and duly practiſed, it 
would ſoon baniſh out of the World all Pride, Vain- 
Glory and Hypocriſie; Envy, Hatred, Malice, and 
all Uncharitableneſs; where-ever this bleſſed Sced 
took root and ſprung up, it would comfort anc 
| cCherilb,

cheriſh, indear and oblige all Mankind; forbidding 
all violence to Mens Souls or Bodies, to their Goods, 
or Good- names; (in which I think are comprized 
ali the Relations which are near and dear unto us) 
and inſtead of any ſuch Uanchriſtian practice, doing 
all poſſible good, both to Friends and Enemies. 

if theretore by this Precept we are obliged to 
vicld all the neceſſary aſſiſtance we can to one ano- 
ther, undoubtedly we are forbid all injury, and 
harm, that no ſuch thing be offered. 

Which was the firſt Oppoſition I before men- 
tioned, and that poſitive Evil contrary to it; as Cru- 
elty and Oppreſſion of any one in their Souls or Bo- 
dies, Goods or Good Names. 

|, Firft, Loving in Deed and in Truth, forbids 
all violence to our Neighbour's Soul; for not only 
He that ſeparates the Soul from the Body bereaves 
the Man of Bodily Lite, but he alſo that ſeparates 
God from the Soul, by making his Brother to com- 
mit Sin. And though no Humane Power can ex- 
tinguiſh the Soul, it being impaſſible, yet it is then 
{aid to Le loſt, when it is ſeparate from God, 
which is the death mentioned in the Scriptures, 
when Men are ſaid to be dead in Treſpaſſes and 
Sins. 

And thus whoſoever it is that draws his Brother 
into any wicked Action, or ſinful Compliance; 
whoſoever by Incouragement, Example, Provoca- 
tion, or any other way, is the Cauſe of another 
Mans Sin, doth what in him Res to be a Murtherer 
of that Man's Soul; wounds him deeper than the 
Sword of any one can, pierces him further than 


the Spear of the Mighty, and does him that ar, 
that

that all the malice of Earth or Hell, are not able 
otherwiſe to do. 

For what light A fflictions are thoſe of the Body, 
to thoſe which ruine and deſtroy the Soul, and 
make it for ever miſerable? this wrong can never 
be expiated, and the injury is ſo great, that it ne- 
ver can be made amends for, but wants a Name 
to deſcribe its Cruelty by. 

II. Loving one another, Secondly, ſecures our 
Neighbours Body as well as Soul, having a regard 
to the good and welfare of that, as well as the 
other. 

To this Purpoſe God Commanded that even in 
inflicting juſt Puniſhments upon Convicted Offend- 
ers, they ſhould ever remember that they were thei: 
Brethren, it was not lawful] therefore among the 
Jews, to give any Man above forty ſtripes at once, 
and the reaſon is given, /eaſft thy Brother ſhould be de- 


ſpiſed, and ſeem vile in thine eyes. 


We may eaſily conceive then that ſuch unjuſt 
Cruelty, as wholly deprives the Man of Life, and 
extinguiſhes it, is forbid too. If Religion had laid 
no reſtraint, common Humanity to others, and 
Care of our ſelves might prevent this Crying Sin, 
which often times is »(trangely found out and pu- 
niſhed in this World, and will be ſeverely accounted 
for in the next. 

No Sin ſeems ſo importunate, till it bring down 
vengeance upon the Actors of it, when you conli- 
der the Voice of God's Saints under the Altar : How 


Revelat, 6. 10. long, Lord, doſt thou not avenge our Blood upon ther 


that dwell on the Earth?

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And it is worth the Obſerving, that when God 
made Man, He call'd as twere a Councell, Let u 
make Man : whereas in other things a bare Fiat was 
ſufficient for their Production. It is not therefore 
conſiſtent with Reaſon, that it ſhould be Lawful 
for any one to diſſolve and deſtroy that in Sport or

Paſtime, or on every little Pique or Quarrel, in | 
the Compoſition whereof, God took ſuch Delibe- | 
ration. Þ 


III. And as Man's want of Charity is diſcernible 
in this heighth of Cruelty, ſo alſo it deſcends to our 
Neighbours Goods or Eſtate, which, when Inva- 
ded by any kind of Oppreſſion, or Fraudulent Deal- 
ing with him, is a direct Breach of this Precept, 
and the Eighth Commandment, Thos ſhalt not 
Steal. 

Violent taking away whatever of right belongs 
to another Man, who being Poor or Friendleſs, un- 
able to help himſelf, or reſiſt, but muſt for quiet- 
neſs ſake depart from his Right, becauſe he cannot 
vindicate it, undoubtedly is contrary to our Loving 
in Deed, and in Truth. 

Of ſuch Oppreſſors as theſe, God once complain'd 
by his Prophet Iſaiah, Te have eaten up the Vineyard, 19. 3. 14, 15. 
the ſpoil of the Poor ts in your Houſes, What mean 
ye that ye beat my People to pieces, and grind the 
face of the Poor ? ſaith the Lord of Hoſts. And by 
the Prophet Micah, thus; They eat up the fleſh of yicah 3. 3. 
my People, they flay their tin from them, they break | 
their boxes, and chop them in pieces. By Poor-is not 
meant ſuch only as live in Want and Penury, but 

all others of an Inferiour Station, unable to de- 
tead themſelves againſt the Power of the Mighty;

but were forced to endure the flaying their Ship,

might Adminiſter Pleaſure or Comfort to them. 

The Apoltle therefore Exhorts, That no one e 
beyond or arfrand his Neighbour in any matter; 211; 
we are ſo often adviſed Not to remove our Neth. 
bour's ancient Land-mark, or, to enter into the Field 
of the Fatherleſs, not to rob the Poor, becauſe he 1 
Poor, or oppreſs the Afflicted in the Gate. 

All thoſe Wounds the Poor and Helpleſs Man 
receives either in his Body or in his Eſtate, are as 
ſo many open Mouths before God's Tribunal, ich 
will give him no reſt, *cill he hath rewarded in:9 
their boſoms the wickedneſs of their doings. 

He that ſpoileth Houſes which he builded no: ; 
He that cateth the Poor Man's Morſe], either 
fraudulently, or violently got from him, and H 
that fares deliciouſly upon things unlawfully gos, 


Job 20. 14,27, Job pronounces Sentence upon him; The meat 


his Bowels is turned, it is the gall of Aſps mi 
him; the Heaven ſhall reveal his Iniquity, aud 
Earth ſhall riſe up againſt him: So that it will do 
but little good, which brings ſuch a vengeanc: 
along with it. 

For while they are Uncharitably Injurious to 
their Neighbours Eſtates, they moſt of all injurc 
their own, and themſelves; tranſmitting a Moth 
and a Canker together with their Eftates down to 
all their ſucceeding Poſterity : And while the Crics 
of the Injur'd ſounds in their Ears, (and twould 
be well if they went no further) but they make 4 
greater clamour in the Ears of God. While any 
ones Threſhold is waſhed with Widows . 

they 
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„they will ſwell up to a deluge of Vengeance a- 
gainſt themſclves; the groans of the wronged Fa- 


therleſs here, will be certain occaſion of greater 
groans hereafter to the Oppreſſor ; and whilſt any 


one devours the Hireliogs Wages, he ſwallows down 


alſo his own Judgment. 

4. Thelaft [nſtance of our want of Charity is with 
regard to our Neighbour's Good Name, which 
ought not to be injured by us; Solomon tells us 


that it u better than Riches, Odours, or fragrant Spi- Prov. J. 1. 
ces, and to be choſen rather than great Riches; being prov. 22. 1. 


more valuable than all outward things of this 
World. 

Indeed the Beſt and Wileſt of all the Heathens, 
for this Reaſon ſeem to have defired nothing more 
paſſionately than that they might ſecure their Reputa- 
tions while they lived, and purchaſe an Immortal Re- 
nown to themſelves in the Generations to come. 

If then every Man loves and deſires to be well 
ipoken of himſelf, if he loves, as he deſires to be 


loved and regarded, he ought by this Precept to 


have a due reſpect to his Neighbour's Reputation 
and Good-Name ; and not readily ſpeak, or cauſe 
an Evil Report, not cauſeleſly judging or miſrepre- 
{cating his Brother. 

And thus much of our ſincere Loving in Deed 
and in Truth; as it ſtands in oppoſition to the 
contrary Foſitive Evil, Cruelty and Oppreſſion. 

II. I come now to conſider it in its 24. Oppo- 
ſition to the Privative Evil, not ſupplying the wants 
of our Brethren : How do we Love in Truth, if 
we do not help them? If any ſhuts up the Bowels 
of Compaſſion, how awelleth = Love of God in him? 

How 
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How can he pretend to this Divine Love, who af. 
ſiſteth not his Neighbour ? 

So then our Love is nothing elſe but a cheerful 
diſtribution of that which God hath piven us to the 
Neceſſities of the Poor, and a Liberal Diſpenſing of 
thoſe things which may be ſpared from our own 
Neceſſaries, or convenient Uſe, to ſupply the want 
of them; the defect of which, is a Breach of our 
Loving as we ought. 

A Virtue which no Commendation can ſufficient!y 
ſet forth, even Nature her ſelf convincing us of its 
reaſonableneſs by her own Law, which ſo much ab- 
horrs want and emptineſs in any thing, that even 
heavy Bodies of their own accord, aſcend and ſup- 
ply that want; and the ſenſeleſs Earth yields her 
Fruit moſt liberally in its Seaſon, tis but a reaſon- 
able return then, that we ſhould be Bountiful out of 
that Basket, which we ſo freely partake of. 

By Loving thus ſo as to conſider the Caſe of our 
Poor Brother, yon will pleaſe God more than with 
Burnt-Offerings, Sacrifice, or any thing that hath 
Horns and Hoofs; which will make our Prayers more 
available, flie ſwifter up to Heaven, and have a more 
gracious and ſpeedy Anſwer. Give Alms of thy [ub- 
Tobit 4. 7, 9, 10. ſf ance, ſays Tobit, for thou layeſt up for thy ſelf a good 
treaſure againſt the day of nece(ſity, becauſe that Alm,

For which We have great Reaſon, if we conſidet 
the Apoſtle's Argument here in this Chapter, what 
manner of Love hath the Father beſtowed upon us that 
we ſhould be called the Sons of God? ver.

When 
we were Sinners as great as could be, then laid he 
down his Life for us, and he who was infinitely Rich, 
for our ſakes became Poor, that we through his Po- 
verty might be Rich. 

Moreover remember whoſe Creatures we all are, 
the Indigent and Neceſſitous, as well as the Wealthy 
and Powerful are the Workmanſhip of the ſame 
Almighty Creator; of the ſame Nature and Blood, 
of the ſame Lineage Stock and Deſcent with the 
Meaneſt; of the ſame Father, and Begotten of the 
ſame ſeed of the Word. And though there be dit- 
ference in the outward State and Condition (as all 
Children have not the like Inheritance) yet are we 
all Mcmbers of one Body; it ſhould therefore be 
the Duty of Love, to add comelineſs to that part 
which lacketh. 

As we have the ſame Father who hath Adopted 
us all to be his Sons, ſo one God the Son who hath 
Redeemed us from this World by his precious Blood, 
and one God the Holy Ghoſt who hath Sanctified us; 
one Baptiſm, one Faith, one Hope, and one Hes- 
ven, the End of all our Labours, and Reward of 
all our Love. £ 

All theſe are ſo many diſtin Topicks to inforce 
Brotherly Love, and ingage all the Aſſiſtance we 
can to thoſe who are ſo many ways Related to 
us. 
But Conſider further with what a Plentiful Hand 
God gives to all us, and in what meaſure W 
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her ſelf recompences what is beſtowed on Her, for 
one Grain caſt into the Ground returns manifold. 
And theſe Conſiderations duly reflected on, would 
iolarge Mens Hearts, opea their Bowels, and make 


Mercy, as the Prophet ſpeaks of judgment, vun Amncs 5. 24. 


down as water, and Righteouſneſs as a mighty ſtream, 
to fill every empty Soul with Goodneſs. 

And did theſe Thoughts come into Mens Minds, 
as the Cries of the Helpleſs do into their Ears, 
they would take away all Objections that could be 
pretended, | 

What tho? the Perſon who begs an Alms is a Sin- 
ner, however he is in Want ; and if former Follies 
muſt always be remembred, and be -an hindrance 
to all the good things we need or deſire, who then 
could be Relieved, ſince no one can waſh his hands 
in Innocency ? And with what confidence can even 
the moſt Righteous beg a Favour of God, againſt 
whom He hath ſo much, and {ſo often offended ? 
So that a Sinner's Indigency will challenge Relief, 
and his Poverty claim an Alms, though his Sin 
{ſhould be diſcouraged, and his Wickedneſs Repro- 
ved, yet ſome help ſhould be yielded to the Man, 
though none to the Sinner. 

Inquiries would be endleſs, and but little Cha- 
rity in the World, if before Men gave, the Deſerts 
and Infirmities of the Perſons were to be examined 
and balanced. It is ſufficient it he be really Poor, 
the Charity cannot be miſtaken ; tho' the Man is 
a Sinner, and unworthy, yet we mult not be Un- 
charitable, or weary of well doing, as the Apoſtle to 
the Theſſalonians adviſes. For the Abundance any 
one is Maſter of, is not the Fruit of his own La- 
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bour only, or the effect of his own Merit, but the 
Free Gift of God, from whom cometh every good and 
perfect one; who bleſs d our Labours, and gave us 
Increaſe; and what have we, that we our ſelves 
have not received from his hands? 

And if ſo, for the ſake of ſo Bountiful a God, 
and the Mercies of ſo Gracious a Saviour, they ſure- 
ly cannot be denied who ask in his Name; with. 
out whoſe Bounty to us, we had been more miſera- 
ble than the pooreſt Creature And their Importy. 
nateRequeſts for His ſake, may remind thoſe they ask, 
that ſince God hath given them all they have, chat 
the Lord hath beſtowed upon them in abundance, 
they may then with Reaſon part with a little, for 
his ſake again. | 

Which if they refuſe and do not, it may be juſt 
with God to take away thoſe Talents which are only 
laid up in a Napkiz, and ſtop his Ears at their 
Prayers, whole own, the Cries of the Poor wil! 
not pierce ; and they who denied their good things 
to the Poor, may with the ſame meaſure expect it 
ſhall be meaſured. 

And that the ſincerity of our Love may be de- 
monſtrated, and our Charity prove effeRual to our 
ſelves, and others; may your Aſſiſtances of the 
Indigent be Timely, Cheerful, and Liberal; that 
the Bowels and Loyns which have been ſeaſonably 
refreſhed by a willing Mind, and a Bountiful Hand, 
may bleſs God for your good Deeds to them. I

| to give to him that is in need, ſaith the Son of S. 
Prov. 3. 28. rach; and fay not, Adviſeth the Wiſe Man, Go,

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a Gift is double the worth, when the Receiver is 
moſt in need of it; and that is true Mercy, which 
prevents the Suits of the Needy, and doth, as often 
God does with us, give us what we lack, before we 
ask it. I am ſought, ſaith He, of them that asked Iſaiah 65. 1. 
wot for me: I am found of them that ſought me not: 
Behold me, behold me, to a Nation that called not 
% my Name. A Cheerful Giving alſo, not for- 
ced by Importunity, or undeniable earneſtneſs, will 
evidence the ſincerity of our Love, as the Apoſtle 
directs; He that ſheweth mercy, let him do it with Rom. 12. 8. 
cheerfulneſs ; and every man according as he purpoſeth 
in his heart, ſo let him give; not grudgingly, or of 2 Cor. 9. 7. 
neceſſity : for God loveth a cheerful giver, A Man by 
ſo doing, of one good work, pertorms two. 
And if Alms are good Seed, to which they are 
often compared in Scripture, becauſe of their plen- 
tiful Increaſe, and fruitful Return; pity it is that 
they ſhould be ſown in Tears, which al (we. may 
be ſure) ſpring up in Joy.

though you have already heard it preſs'd on the 
two preceeding Days allotted for this Annual So. 
lemnity, with all the Advantage that Authority, 
Reaſon or Eloquence can give it. Nor need I now 
any otherwiſe apply the ſmall Remains of my time, 
than to thoſe, who are the Generous Patrons of 
Publick Charity; who are not only the Sollicitous 
Overſeers, but the Great Incouragers of all Particu- 
lar, as well as General Benefactions in this Famous 
Metropolis of our Nation. |

ſturbed in his own place of Abode and Habitation. 

Be pleaſed to Hear what Progreſs hath been 
made, and what Care is uſed in this Excellent Ua- 
dertaking, by the Account following. 
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A Short State and Repreſentation of the Proceedings 
of the Preſident and Governours for the POOR 
of the City of London, for the Year 1701. 


P to an Act made the 13th and 14th of 


Charles the Second, for the Erefting a Corporation 

for Work- Houfes, within the City of London, and 
the Liberties thereof, the Preſident and Governours for the 
Poor of the ſaid City and Liberties, Have taken ſeveral 
Houſes in Half-Moon-Alley, without Biſhops-gate, at a 
conſiderable Yearly Rent, and thereof they have made, and 
are ſtill making, fitting and inlarging, Convenient Work- 
Heuſes, for imploying Poor Children of the ſaid City and 
Liberties, and ſuch Diſtreſſed Vagrant Children, as are found 
therein, that have no Settlement. In the fitting and prepa- 
ring whereof, and in furniſhing the ſaid Work- Houſes with 
all manner of Neceſſaries, there have been great Sums of 
Money laid out, and expended, there being at this time 
Three Hundred Thirty Two Children therein, whom they 
Cloath, Feed, and Provide all Conveniencies for, Teaching to 
Spin, Read, and divers of them to Write alſo, Every > Hh 
ing and Evening, their School- Maſter, who is a Miniſter, 
Reads Prayers to them, and the reſt of the Family, and 
Inſtructs them, at all convenient Seaſons, in the Church-Ca- 
techiſm. Of the above-mentioned Three Hundred Thirty 
Two Children, Seventy One were Vagrants, habituated to 
Pilfer and Steal, about the Wharfs, Keys, and Markets of 
the ſaid City; addicted to almoſt all the Vices that their 
Years were capable of, and accuſtomed at Nights to lie under 
Bulks and Stalls in the Streets, or where elſe they could find 
ſhelter, The ſaid Preſident and Governours, for keeping their 
Courts, Committees, Books and Accounts, and the Manage- 
ment of their various Affairs, co- incident thereupon, have 4 
Secretary, and a Meſſenger. And for the more immediate

And they are making a further Proviſion for the Imploying 
all grown and ſturdy Beggars, and for the preventing any 
Perſons Begging in the Streets, And if the preventing Ha. 
bits of Taleneſs, Theft, Debauchery, Prophaneneſs, and otl;c; 


Immoralities in Children; and on the contrary, ſowing the 


early Seeds of Induſtry, Honeſty, Sobriety, Piety and Virtue 
in them, Imploying ſuch Perſons as are before-mentioned, 
and preventing any Beggars in your Streets, be Works accepi- 
able to God and Man, and tend to the Reformation of ſuc- 


ceeding Generations : It is hoped ſo Great, ſo Good, and 
Excellent Undertakings, will receive a ſuitable Encou- 
ragement, Aid and Aſliſtance. 


And Here now, what a Beautiful Proſpe& have 
we before our Eyes of this Grace of Charity, if ſhe 
were to appear in a viſible ſhape, would, as Plato

He were a- new Created; His Relations enjoy the 
Benefit of his Converſation, He is become Delightful 
to his own Thoughts, Uſeful to Mankind, and 
Thankful to His God.

ments, and they, by the continuance of that In. 


duſtry, Live well, eaſily, many times grow Rich 
and Honourable, and by the Bleſſing of God upon 
their Diligence and Frugality, do not only provide 
for their own Families, but Return even while the 

Live, or after their Death, very conſiderable Bene. 
factions to the Relief of Others, even to the very 
Place of their Education: like Grooks and Rivers, 
(to uſe the P/almiſts Phraſe) not only make fruitful 
the Barren Parts of the Earth through which they 
take their Courſe, but likewiſe gratefully Return 
their Treaſures of Water to ſupply the Grand Occan, 
whence they drew their Original. 

Here, Thoſe, who are jultly accounted the very 
Peſts of Publick Places and Cities, the Ruine of 
Youth, and Debauchers of Families, traverſing the 
Streets under the Shades of Night (Darkneſs being 
the ſaſeſt Retreat for Guilt,) like the Wanton Wo- 
man in the Proverbs, lying in wait at every Corner; 
here, are they ſeverely Puniſhed for their Vices and 
Follies. 

Here, Vagrant and Sturdy Beggars, who are able 
to do good to themielves and the World, if they 
were not incouraged to Sloth and Idleneſs, by an 
Unreaſonable Credulity, and miſapplied Compal- 
ſion, are Diſciplin'd into Induſtry and Honeſty. 

Here, Work-Houſes are Erected to Inſtruct the 
Youth of both Sexes, in ſuch a Method as to be 
extremely ſubſervient to the good of many Publici 
Trades, and Manufactures, upon which even the 
molt neceſſary Concerns of Life depend; and ow: 
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by having rendred thoſe Arts which we mainly live 
by, of making and improving our Cloathing and 
Linen, Beneficial to our ſelves, and of inexpreſſible 
uſe and advantage to the World in General. 

And I am Confident, amongſt ſuch Generous 
and Publick Spirits as are here preſent, they will 
not omitt furthering ſuch Good Works, which 
naturally tend to the Reforming ſucceeding Gene- 
rations ; but will be glad to take all the Opportu- 
nities they can, to Eſtabliſh and Perfect an Univer- 
{al Nurſery for the Incouragement of it, ſince they 
themſelves will certainly find the manifold Benefits 
daily ariſing from them. 

Laſtly, Here, Learning and Kuowledge is inſtilled 
and implanted in young Children, particularly Ma- 
thematicks, and Navigation; whereby they may by 
length of time, and the Bleſſings of Heaven upon 
their Indeavours, become Guardians of the Sea, 
Security and Advancement to Trade, and a general 
Incouragement to Merci ants, as well as a Credit 
and Honour to their Nation and Conntry, 

And now, O Divine and Heavenly Love! 
thou brighteſt Ray of that Supreme Fountain of 
Light! What Tongue is able to deſcribe thy - moſt 
incomparable Beauty, and declare thy Royal 
Bounty? How vaſtly doſt thou inlarge our Minds, 
beyond the petty Cares, and little Intereſts, of a 
private Regard, into an Univerſal Care and Com- 
placency, making every Man thy ſelf, and all Con- 
ceraments to be thy own. 

How doſt thou give us a Title to, and an Inte- 
teſt in all the good Imaginable of this Life; doſt

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Inrich us with thy Wealth, Adorn us with thy 
Honours, Dignifie us with thy Wiſdom, and Bleſs 
us with all the Proſperities of this World, While 
all our Neighbours goods, by their Communications 
of them become our own. 

How doſt thou raiſe a Man above the reach of 
Misfortunes, and Diſaſters, of Grief and Trouble, 
Fear or Pain, while ſo many Publick Remedies 
are provided for the Cure of them ? 

How Sociable and Secure, how eaſie and plea- 
ſant a Life do we all lead under thy Kind and Au- 
ſpicious Government? What innumerable Sorrows 
and Afflictions, what raking Fears and Suſpicions, 
what Cares and Diſtractions of Mind at home; 
what Tumults, Diſorders and Tragedies abroad 
might be prevented, if Men would but hearken 
to thy Mild and Charitable Suggeſtions? In a 
word, what a Paradiſe would this World become, 
in compariſon of what it is, were thy Kind In- 
fluences received with that plenty and warmth 
which thou ſheweſt in imparting them ? 

Whereas thy Good Precepts aad Advices being 
neglected, Uncharitable Self-Love, and Unjuſt De- 
fires; Fraudulent Attempts, and Turbulent De- 
ſigns are ſet on Foot, and almoſt every where
